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MONTANA SESSION LAWS 1570 


WHEREAS, responsibility for children’s services is divided among many 
state agencies resulting in fragmented programs that often duplicate 
services and also result in fewer services reaching the children and fam- 
ilies for whom they are designed, and 


WHEREAS, no ready solution is at hand. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IF RESOLVED BY THE SENATE AND THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Committee on Priorities is requested to assign the appropriate 
standing committee to conduct a study of the problem of providing and 
coordinating child development programs specifically focusing on alterna- 
tive three (3) of the 1974 Suggested State Legislation published by the 
Council of State Governments, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the committee submit a written 
report containing its findings, recommendations and a draft of any pro- 
posed legislation for consideration by the first regular session of the Forty- 
fourth Legislature.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 73 


A JOINT RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA CALLING FOR 
THOROUGH ECONOMIC ANALYSIS IN ENVIRONMENTAL 
IMPACT STATEMENTS AND DIRECTING THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
QUALITY COUNCIL TO ELICIT SUCH ANALYSIS FROM STATE 
AGENCIES. 


WHEREAS, the Montana Environmental Policy Act, enacted by the 
1971 Legislative Assembly, requires a full assessment of major agency 
actions with significant effects on the human environment; and 


WHEREAS, the Montana Environmental! Policy Act and the guidelines 
adopted pursuant to that act by the state Environmental Quality Council 
define human environment to include social, economic and cultural factors 
as well as aesthetic and environmental factors; and 


WHEREAS, the act and guidelines further require a rigorous consider- 
ation of all alternative actions and the full range of their economic and 
environmenta! costs and benefits; and 


WHEREAS, full economic analysis has not typically accompanied 
agency actions requiring environmental impact statements, thus indi- 
cating a failure on the part of the Environmental Quality Council and 
state agencies to fully implement the Montana Environmental Policy Act; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is a matter of serious concern to the legislature that this 
enactment be fully implemented in all respects,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE AND THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That all agencies of state government are hereby directed to achieve 
forthwith the full implementation of the Montana Environmental Policy 
Act ineluding the economic analysis requirements of sections 69-6504 
through 69-6514 and guidelines for fully integrated environmental and 
economic analysis of major actions with significant effects on the human 
environment; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that economic analysis shall accompany 
environmental impact statements as required by the foregoing sections 
of the act and shall encompass an analysis of the costs and benefits to 
whomsoever they may accrue, including considerations of employment, 
income, investment, energy, the social costs and benefits of growth, oppor- 
tunity costs, and the distribution effects; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Environmental Quality Council 
is directed to monitor agency compliance with this resolution and to report 
to the 1975 Legislative Assembly the extent of agency implementation 
of the act’s requirements for full economic analysis; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the executive director and staff are 
directed to fully perform the duties required by section 69-6514 to give 
consideration to economic goals and requirements of the state in imple- 
mentation of the Montana environmental policy act; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this resolution be sent 
to the Governor, the Environmental Quality Council, and all state agen- 
cies.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 75 


A JOINT RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA REQUESTING 
THE DEPARTMENTS OF AGRICULTURE, LIVESTOCK, AND 
ADMINISTRATION TO PREPARE A CONSTRUCTION PROJECT 
REQUEST FOR A PROPOSED NEW AGRICULTURE-LIVESTOCK 
BUILDING. : 


WHEREAS, the agriculture-livestock business is Montana’s largest 
industry, and 


WHEREAS, the present buildings housing the Departments of Agricul- 
ture and Livestock are outdated, inefficient and inadequate in terms of 
required space, and 


WHEREAS, a combined facility would be more efficient and more 
economical as well as provide adequate space for departmental functions 
such as serving the public more proficiently and productively. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE AND THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:
